THE KKEI/Y MOTOK AGAIN. 


Interest in the Keely Motor is being 


revived. It will be remembered that 
nearly twenty yean- ago J. W. Keely, a 
Philadelphian, claimed to have difc- 
covered a new prini-iple which was to 
revolutionize the motive power of the 
world. A machine which he invented 
to apply the power was examined by 
capitalists, who organized a stock com- 
pany to furnish funds to perfect it and 
get it into use in mills and factories 
and on railroads. The time was bet 
repeatedly for making a public trial of 
tha machine, but the day was invariably 
postponed first for one cause and then 
for arother. As hope long deferred 
maketh the heart sad, the stockholder* 
became discouraged and finally refupod 
to pay asnessments, and the Motor 
dropped out of sight and nearly out of 
memory.

Now public interest in tho Motor is 


revived by the statement in Mrs. 
Bloomfleld Moore's book, just pub- 
lished in London, that Keely has agreed 
to place all the facts relating to his 
Motor in the hands of Professor Dewar 
of tho lioyal Institution, who has the 
reputation of being one of the foremost 
chemists in England. Professor Dewar 
admits that Keely agreed as long ago 
as 1891 to let him investigate the ma 
chine and perform experiments unas- 
sisted, but as he was unable to find 
time to^viait America nothing has been 
done. A few days ago, however, he 
received a letter from Mrs. Moore 
written in Philadelphia, informing hin 
that Keeiy had completed his system 
and no longer needs sympathy 01 
indorsement, and he will make the mat 
ter public as soon as an operation nov 
being performed on his eyes is com 
pleted. 


Professor Dewar s;iys he has 110 opiti 


ion concerning tho Motor. He has been 
adbured that Keoly is a truthful man 
and acting iu good faith with the pub 
lie. Assuming that such is tho cat,e 
he must be either u deluded euthusias 
or the discoverer of a new principle iu 
chemistry.

SKNATK FKOCJSEDINGS. 


Stewart Gives, >'otice of mi Amendment 


and Jones Kosumon His Argument. 
WASHINGTON, October 23.—The legis- 


lative day ot October 17th continues, 
no adjournment having taken place 
since last Tuesday. 


Stewart of Nevada gave notice of an 


amendment he intended to offer to the 
repeal bill proposing a conference to 
be held at Washington within nine 
months, between delegates 
of 
the 


United States, Mexico, Central and 
South America, Hayti and San Do- 
mingo for the adoption of a common 
silver coin to be legal tender between 
citizens of the countries represented. 


Consideration of the silver repeal 


bill was then resumed. Jones of Ne- 
vada resumed his argument in opposi- 
tion to the bill, Jones made an 
elaborate argument. He was advanc- 
ing, when the Senate took a recess on 
Saturday evening, that the standard of 
the country could be neither gold, sil- 
ver nor a material thing, but that what- 
ever the standard might be it was 
quantitative, and tho value of each unit 
depended upon the number of units 
and there could be but a single stand- 
ard in the country and that one ol 
quantity. 


Last summer the British Governmenl 


desiring to show its sympathy with the 
objects of the Administration in this 
country, issued an order with a view ol 
facilitating the decent of silver. The 
order was taken by New York to be the 
announcement of the doom of silver 
During this time where was the United 
States Government, of all nations most 
interested ? The position of the Chief 
Magistrate of this country on the ques- 
tion was well illustrated by a line from 
Emerson, " I am the doubter and the 
doubt." 
The people of the Unitec 


States did not propose to be left out of 
consideration as to what should be the 
material of their money. The Unitec 
States is not yet a dependency of Grea- 
Britain, and the President is not the 
Governor General. For the first time 
m our national history we find our- 
selves putting into execution through 
otficers elected by the people of the 
United States plans, which, if no 
formulated, are heartily approved a 
the Horse Guards and on Downing 
street. 


At 1:05 T>. M. Jones remarked that he 


desired to yield the floor to Teller, ex 
pressing his desire to resume his 
speech at another time. 


IT looks very much as though ludii 


is to have u money crisis like that uov 
upon the United States. It is no 
strange that India should feel tho ef 
fects of contraction of its circulating 
medium upon the \ory heels of th 
change from a double to a single stand 
ard, nor is it strange that the same cur 
is recommended for India that is sug- 
gested for the United Scales, a loan by 
the uiomed aristocracy of 
Europe. 


India, like tho United States, is ex- 
panding; India, unlike the United 
States, is an old country, but is now 
being built up from an ancient to a 
modern civilization, and the ever in- 
creasing demand for money for the 
purposes of development is upon India 
as they are upon the United States, 
and like effect should be expected upon 
both countries. 


CONGRESSMAN CURTIS of Kansas has 


introduced a bill to abolish the office 
of Collector of Customs at a large num- 
ber of ports in the Ufiited States. It 
is shown by statements from the treas- 
ury department that not a dollar has 
been collected from duties on imports 
for years at a large number of ports, 
where collectors of customs receive 
good salaries. No vessels clear from 
or arrive at those ports, and the 
officials have nothing whatever to do 
but receipt for their salaries. They 
were declared ports of entry to make 
berths for officials in the good old days 
when every precinct statesman was 
given a place at the public crib. 


WEBSTER FLANAGAN, Customs Col- 


lector at the Port of El Paso, Texas, 
has been indicted by the United States 
Grai?d Jury on a charge of conspiracy 
to defraud the Government by ad- 
mitting sheep from Mexico free of duty. 
He is the gentleman who acquired na- 
tional notoriety by askin g a Republican 
National Convention, "What are we 
here for bat to get office ?'' 


IT is reported that a pitched battle

opinion prevails that the compromise 
measure over which Senators were so 
feanguine last Saturday will never be 
mtroduced. The compromisers have 
been unable to get a sufficient numbei 
of pledges to guarantee the passage o 
the bill, and they have said from the 
beginning that unless they could so 
cure a majority they would not intro 
duco it. The most authentic s^atemen 
of the number of pledges make it 39 
or four short of a majority. 
The 


pledges were all made by Democrat s 
In this strait the Republicans have 
been appealed to to help out, but have 
all, the repeal and silver men alike, re 
fused to join the movement. 


Some give positive refusals, and 


some diplomatically say they must se 
the bill first. The repeal Republicans 
refuse because of the failure to provide 
for a bond issue, and because of th 
provisions for the coinage of seignor 
age. 
The silver men because of the 


short time the Sherman law is to b 
continued. There is a belief that th 
two Republican factions might unite 
upon a bill, and with the aid of the Pop 
ulists, and probably a few Democrats 
pass it.

managers seem all at sea as to the sit 
uation. 
However, they are still a 


work among the members and even 
hope to bring the President to their 
way of thinking. In the case of abso 
lute failure, the Senate may either ad 
journ to December or press the bill on 
the present plan, or attempt clotnre 
Doubtless Hill will press his cloture 
resolution, if sure of sufficient assist 
ance.

A HUMBOLDT I'JOXiSEK. 


John C. rail in Good Circumstances in 


Arizona. 


John C, Fall, a pioneer of Unionville, 


Humboldt county, is said to have 
amassed a fortune in Arizona, where he 
is engaged iu the general merchandise 
business. 
He was at one time prin- 


cipal owner of the Arizona mine and 
refu&ed $750,000 for the property. 
The 


Arizona was then producing ore which 
yielded from $60 to $700 per ton in sil- 
ver. The richest ore was shipped to 
Swansea, Wales, for reduction and the 
low grade oro was worked in mills at 
Unionville. After the demonetization 
act went into effect silver declined in 
price. Mr. Fall, who owned a large 
store, became involved, the mine be- 
came the property of Booth & Co., 
Sacramento, and Mr. Fall, though well 
advanced in years, left for new fields 
almost penniless. He had a store at 
Wilcox, Arizona, which was the base of 
supplies for troops engaged in the 
Apache war, and got on his financial 
legs again. He was a man of remark- 
able energy and though he met with 
several reverses in business which re- 
duced him from affluence to poverty 
he persevered and his old Nevada 
friends will be gratified to learn that he 
is in good circumstances in his old age. 


Mr. Fall took the first quartz mill to 


Eastern Nevada iu 1861 when freight 
from California was 12}^ cents per 
pound, and some years later he built a 
$25,000 store in Unionville. He is the 
father-in-law of ex-Governor J. H. Kin- 
kead of Carson.

NARCOTIC IN INDIA THAT HAS PE- 


CULIAR EFFECTS. 


Tlio Use of a Vegetable Among a 8»rag« 


African People Traa»Eormed Their Na- 
tures—Hasheesh Malies Some People 
Peaceful and Others Bmnlc. 
Alcohol, opiam and cocaine are the 


cause of endless \voe to humanity. 
What if something could be found 
which could bo substituted for these 
poisons and at the snme time hare a 
pleasing and beneficial 
influence on 


man, 
and instead of making him wild 


would quiet him as did the lyre of Or- 
pheus? 
The African traveler, Wiss- 


manii, describes in detail the cultiva- 
tion and use of the "riainbo" among the 
former cannibal inhabitants of Lubuku, 
by which their customs and manners 
were made-«o mild that it -was even for- 
bidden by them to shed the blood of an- 
imals. This people, who before had 
been aggressive leaders in wars, are ncrw 
living in peace. Villages which hereto- 
fore had been engaged in bitter feuds 
became friendly. Laws and customs of 
the most peaceful kind were introduced, 
with the result that the country into 
which strangers had never before ven- 
tured was open to all. 


This peaceful disposition, as also this 


antagonism to the shedding of the blood 
of animals, points to a characteristic fea- 
ture of an old oriental people. These 
are the Indians. The same herb which 
made the cannibals of Lubuku 
the 


friends of men, and which they call 
"bashilange," has been known to the In- 
dians for centuries as an intoxicant. It 
is the Indian hemp. In the east the in- 
toxicant extract is made out of the bios 
Boms and out of the whole plant. Gen- 
erally it is called "hasheesh," which sig- 
nifies merely hemp. It is chewed like 
tobacco, or smoked as such, or the juice, 
called "damamesk," is used with sugar 
and almonds or whisky. 


In moderate amounts the Indian hemp 


and its preparations have a mild effed 
on the nervous system and produce a 
pleasant state of feeling, at any rate 
among the orientals. Larger quantities 
produce intoxication. In the east the 
number of those who use the hasheesh if 
computed at between 200,000,000 anc 
800,000,000. Physicians are not all agreec 
as to the effect of the drug, some claim 
ing that it produces nausea, heart beat 
ing, dryncss in the throat. When fully 
efficient ,it produces the feeling of pleasec 
intoxication und the most agreeable anc 
pleasurable thoughts. 
Thereupon fol 


lows sleep, deep and dreamless, and oh 
the following morning the pleasant vis 
ions are still real and present. Tha 
opium or alcohol eventually destroys 
those who nso it to excess goes withou 
saying. On the other hand, the effect o: 
the hemp chewing on the negro is won 
derfully quieting. 


Wissmann mentions several African 


people among whom hemp smoking has 
been firmly introduced as a habit, espe 
cially the Waniamesi. He says he is 
convinced that the effect of this hemp on 
the negro is to make him milder anc 
more gentle and to make him more ac 
cessible to tho influences of civilization 
although it does have to a certain exten 
an evil influence on the body, which in 
fiuonce, however, is generally exaggerr 
ntecl. Most remarkable is the manne: 
in -which a " judgment of God" is securec 
by tho hemp smokers. Those that are 
accused continue the smoking of hemp 
until tho guilty one is compelled to mak 
a confession. On the other hand, the 
thieves of India use this hemp for the 
purpose of pursuing their work, Thei 
secretly make a hole in the house anc 
fill it with fumes of hemp smoke. This 
has its effect on the people of the house 
uud when the thieves enter they fine 
them in the most agreeable humor, in 
capable of understanding what is going 
on and even welcoming the marauders 
with the most pleasant words and ges 
tores. These statements are from the 
travels of Von Bibra. 


Then tho hasheesh smokers frequently 


get into a state much resembling hyi" 
notism, in which it is possible to place 
the members of the body in any posi 
tion and to treat the body as though ii 
were all made of joints. The similarity 
between hypnotism and the effects o: 
hasheesh smoking is so great that Dr. von 
Sclirenk-Notzig of Murich made specia 
investigation of this subject. It is wel 
known that when a person is hypnotized 
a single word or threatening action suf- 
fices to throw the subject into spasms « 
rago. The authority just mentioned has 
discovered that in a similar way a per- 
son under the influence of hasheesh can 
be affected. 
He even discovered thai 


persons who do not submit to ordinary 
hypnotism can be put into this state 
through tho chewing or smoking of hash- 
eesh. The faculty most influenced by this 
narcotic is tho imagination. The imme- 
^late present is idealized into the mosl 
beautiful and fantastic forms. Hearing 
is made liner, and the finest strains ol 
music iiffect as they never did before,— 
Leipsio Daheim. 


A business man of Canada of an enter- 


prising nature has established a "float- 
ing bank" on Kootenai lake, Canada. 
It is in a steamer which journeys from 
place to place along the lake, thus ena- 
bling its owner tojsupply the inhabitants 
of the lake villages with banking facil- 
ities. 


Trinity's Bronze Doors. 


Two of the three bronze doors which 


William Waldorf Astor has given to 
Trinity church, in New York, have been 
put in places in the side portals of tha 
church and already have attracted thu 
attention of many visitors. Eac*i~dooi 
is the independent conception of a sculp- 
tor, while all three are parts of the plan 
rf an architect. Richard M. Hunt drew 
the architectural design into which the 
doors are fitted. To Carl Bitter was as- 
signed the great front portal. His work 
s now under way, having been delayed 
by the sculptor's occupation in the deco- 
ration of the Administration building at 
:he World's fair. When he has finished 
us panels and the front door is cast in 
bronze, it will be swung, and the whole 
will be formally dedicated.—New York 
""letter.
